Since the Experiments , of which I wrote to you the. yth of 
March , we have transfufed the blood of three Calves into 
three Dogs , to aflbre our felves , what the mixture of two fuch 
differing forts of blood might produce. I fhall hereafter acquaint 
you at large with the particulars; at prefent I fhall onely inform 
you , that the Animals , into whom the blood hath been trans- 
mitted, do all of them eat as well as before, andthatorteofthefe 
three Dogs., from whom the day before fo much bloodhad been 
drawn , that he could hardly ftirany more, having been fupplied 
the next morning with the blood of a Calf , f ecover'd inftantly 
his ftrength, and ffaew'd a furprizing vigor. 

We have found new waves of. making this Transfufion with fo 
much facility , that M. tmmerez, undertakes to'perform it jpith~ 
out any Ligature , onely by pricking , like that, wh^ch is ufed in 
Letting of blood,
